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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: During examination the claims have been given 
their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the applicant disclosure and accordingly the "at least one intermediate device" is 
interpreted and considered broadly as "an intermediate device" between a source device and a target device to constitute only three 
devices to form a routing path and making trivial any routing in the transmission path provided in the header of the object. Therefore only 
three devises have been considered (a source device, an intermediate device and a target device) and as such invalidates the recited 
claimed feature of "a security in header object transmitted to a next device in the transmission path". If a plurality of intermediate devices 
have been recited instead, i.e. at least two or more intermediate devices to enable a meaningful routing identified in header to traverse the 
transmission path , a security level in the header object of the next device, the claim scope would have been different. 
Further more, a broadest reasonable interpretation has been given also to the recited claimed feature of "determining a level of security 
provided by a next device (in effect a target device) indicated by at least a potion of security information in the header of the object". The 
security level is broad enough to be any security function or rule or policy or a security key or even the device's identification as long as it 
matches with security as Indicated In the header of the object. Suzuki discloses this feature, which the applicant dispute, at least In 
paragraph 1 1 and 21 by having and matching a key and a terminal Identifier of a receiving terminal In the authentication header of a frame 
at a transmitting terminal. The receiving terminal also validates the received authentication header to validate the transmitter. For at least 
the above reasons, the application's argument and analysis are not persuasive to overcome the prior arts In record and place the claims In 
condition for allowance. 
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
